FAVORS CALLING CONFERENCE 
OF ALLIES TO CONSIDER WAR AIMS 


Russia Cannot Fight Because of Disorganization is General Opinion, 
He Says, But Russians Can Prevent Germans from Being 
Thrown in Force on Western Front

PETROGRAD, Jan. 20.—M. Tcher-| 
noff, chairman of the constituent as- 
sembly, granted an interview to the 
correspondent this evening. “Our 
party’s position on the situation of 
peace is that the constituent assem- 
tly should immediately call a confer- 


ence of all the Entente Allies to 
consider the aims of the war,” he said. 
“We expect that at such a con- 


ference they would state clearly and 
most explicitly their aims and would} 
try to harmonize them with the 
democratic principles of the Russian 
revolution.” 

“Do you think Russia can continue 
the war if Germany refuses peace on 
democratic terms?’’ M. Tchernoff was 
usked, He replied: 

“Everybody says that Russia can- 
not fight because of the extreme state 
of disorgenization, All know that the 
decision in this war will be on the 
Western front, But Russia can act as 
a magnet to draw German forces and 
prevent their being thrown over to 
the Wester: front. The Russian army 
may retreat, but, in doing so, will) 
benefit the Allies by diverting the) 
Germans deeper and deeper inte Thus 
sian territory, which would be no gain, 
for them.” 

PETROGRAD, Jan 19,—That the 
Bolsheviki are really in the minority 
jn the constituent assembly was evi-| 
dent again !n the voting in the cham-| 
ber last night. The Bolsheviki mem- 
bera demanded that the question of 
authority of the workmen's and sol- 
diers government be first considered, 
This was defeated by a vote of 237 to 
146. 

The Bolsheviki then asked for a two 
hours’ recession in order that a part 
of the council might be held to con- 
sider further action. They then with- 
drew with those of the left wing of 
the Socialists and the Socialist-Revo- 
lutionary members.

doctrines without doubt are spreading 
throughout Russia. He added that, 
while he was unable to forecast the 
future, he was convinced that Russia 
was not finished, because such a vast 
country could not be destroyed. 

Speaking regarding conditions in 
Russia, he stated it was the belief 
that a famine was impending and that 
anarchy would be in full swing. But 
as to the outcome ofinternal troubles 
it was the belief that Ruasla could 
not be destroyed by factional in- 
trigues, 

“T believe that the innate honesty 
and common sense of the people will 
enable Russia to pull through,” Sir 
George usserted The food situation 
in Petrograd was very serious, he said, 
but the great majority of the British 
colony had left Petrograd, 

“The general opinion there is that 


the food may fail absolutely — this 
month,” Str George concluded, “and 
if a famine comes, one may expect 
anarchy, and with that everybody 


would be in peril.”

“The hostile artillery was active to- 
day northeast of Ypres and in the 
vicinity of Neuve Chapelle and Lens. 
There was much successful air bomb- 
ing of the enemy's troops and dumps 
Saturday. Hight hostile machines were 
brought down. Four of our machines 
are missing.” 

German Raid Fails 

PARIS ‘an, 20.—The official com- 
munication Sunday night reads: 

“Northwest of Reims and on the 
right bank of the Meuse, there was 
active artillery fighting. An enemy raid 
on our small posts in the vicinity of 
Loivre failed. North of St. Mihiel our

FIGHT AT ENTRANCE 
OF DARDANELLES 


Seaplanes Are Now Bombing 
the Stranded 
Raider 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

LONDON, Jan 20.—In a naval 
action between British and Turk- 
ish forces at the entrance to the 
Dardanelles, the Turkish cruiser 
Midullu, formerly the German 
cruiser Breslau, was sunk and 
the Sultan Awuz Selim, formerly 
the German cruiser Goeben, was 
beached. This announcement was 
made by the admiralty tonight. 

The official statement says: 

“The Goeben and Breslau 
(Turkish names Sultan Yawuse 
Selim and Midullu), with destroy- 
ers were in action with the Brit- 
ish forces at the entrance to the 
Dardanelles this (Sunday) morn- 
ing. The Breslau was sunk. The 
Goeben escaped, but has been 
beached, evidently severely dam- 
aged, at Nagara Point in the Nar- 
rows of the Straits. 

“The Goeben is now being at- 
tacked by naval aircraft. 

‘“‘Our losses reported are the 
monitor Raglan and a small moni- 
tor, the M-28.’’ 


The German cruisers Breslau 
und Goeben were in the Mediter- 
raneau sea at the outbreak of the 
war and fled into the Dardanelles. 
seeking safety from the British 
and French warships that sought 
their destruction., Since then 
their activities in the Dardanelles 
at the Black sea entrance to the 
Bosphorus and in the Black sea 
along the Turkish Asiatic and the 
Russian and Roumanian 
have brought them fame for in- 
trepidity second not even to the 
German sea wolves, like the Dres- 
den, Zeeadler and the Karlsruhe. 

The monitor Raglan, reported 
lost in the action at the entrance 
to the Dardanelles Sunday morn- 
ing, was commanded by Viscount 
Broome, nephew of the late Earl 
Kitchener, Viscount Broome was 
chief beneficiary under the will of 
his uncle and was heir to the title 
of Earl Kitchener of Khartoum.

OF CITY NURSERY 
TO BE AVAILABLE 


Trees at Westmount Park May Be 
Disposed Of To Local 
Citizens 


That the city should dispose of its 
surplus stock of nursery trees by giv- 
,ng them to the citizens is a suggestion 
that will in all probability be carried 
into effect. 


The idea was mooted by the city 
clerk during discussion of the parks 
and markets committee on the leasing 
of the city parks, and was received 
with approval by deputy mayor W. H. 
Martin and other aldermen present. 

At Westmount Park the city has a 
nursery where there are some thous- 
ands of thriving young trees intended 
for boulevards and similar purposes, 

These trees need thinning and the 
city cannot afford to go to @ great deal 
of expenditure in looking after 
nursery or in planting out trees. Also 
it is wanted to lease the park for 
grazing or farming. 

The proposal is that instead of al- 
lowing the young trees to spoil or die 
through overcrowding. that at some 
time before Arbor Day applications 
shall be received from citizens who 
would like trees for the beautification 
of their premises, Then the city would 
lift them and gubsequently they would 
be brought down to the city market 
and distributed. 

It is thought that by doing this the 
city will not only save the trees but 
also encourage the notion of Arbor 
| day.

The campaign that is being car- 
ried on for the importation of 
Chinese coolies into Canada is not 
a matter to be viewed without 
concern by any person who is in- 
terested—personally, sympathet- 
ically or on moral grounds—in s0- 
cial conditions in Canada. The 
standard of living in any country 
is largely determined by the rela- 
tion between the wages paid for 
labor and the cost of maintaining 
life, The importation of Chinese 
labor means lower wages, for the 
reason that the imported laborers 
would live ina way in which 
Canadians do not live and in 
which no right-minded person 
wants them compelled to live. In 
competition with such labor the 
Canadian wage-earner—and his 
family—would be faced with the 
necessity of living like a China- 
_man or getting out of the country. 


The Red Cross Appeal. 

Last year Edmonton people con- 
tributed $205,000 to the Patriotic 
and Red Cross funds. Of this 
amount about 25 or 30 per cent. 
went to the Red Cross. The Pro- 
vineial Government is this year 
raising the Patriotic Fund by tax- 
ation, and the people of the city 
not unnaturally expected to be 
called on for a comparatively 
small amount for Red Cross work. 
They are being asked to provide 


$150,000. This large increase, it is | 


explained, is due to two causes. 
The demands upon the Red Cross 
this year are expected to be far 
heavier than in any previous year. 
And the cost of hospital supplies 
and materials required for Red 
Cross work have advanced be- 
yond all possible anticipation, 
Last year the Canadian Red Cross 
spent about two million dollars. 
Five millions is the amount con- 
sidered necessary for this 


And there is, of course, no limit ; 


to the work that can be done if the 
money is forth-coming. Ten mil- 
lions could be spent, and spent 
prudently, and with splendid re- 
cults in relieving the snfferings 
and hardships of the men ‘‘over 
there’’ in the Canadian and Allied 
armies. The Red Cross, in a word, 
needs just all that can be raised.

St. Johns, Nfid., Jan, 19—-Conditions 
arising from the submarine menace 
have become serious for the cod fish- 
ing industry in Newfoundland. Ac- 
cording to reports received here nearly 
a score of sailing vessels carrying 
dried codfish for Italy and Greece 
have been held up at Gibraltar for 
weeks because of the dang from 
submarines in the Mediterranean. 
Their cargoes are valued at about a
